FROM THE MANITOBAN, WINNIPEG 
Victims who have survived a crisis or series 
of erises should generally pause for a brief per- 
iod to re-examine the world in which they exist 
and attempt to determine the nature in the in- 
stitutions under which they have been accus- 
tomed to live. The trials of stagnation and war 
having in some degree passed, it would seem 
that just such contemplation is proper. Where 
there has been revolution, as in Europe or the 
Orient, the subsequent re-adjustment, immeasur- 
ably complicated, must be aided cither through

continent change also is attendant on crises 


occupation or benevolent assistance. 


through that peaceful growth we call evolu- 
tion. It is 
Canadians 
reflecting on the functions of that- institution 
called government. 

At the outset. it should be clearly under- 
stood that government is power, force, author- 
ity. The controversy then resolves not about 
this concept of government but rather about 
the degree to which the citizens of the state 
should entrust to this institution the supervision 
and maintenance of order during the everyday 
business of life. The argument is essentially 
one between the anarchist, the laissez-fuirist, 
the social reformer, the socialist, and finally 
the corporatist, be he fascist or communist. 


then no less appropriate that we as 
should reflect as men elsewhere are 


I do not seek to infer however that govern- | 


ment through its powers of legislation, admin- 
istration and interpretation stand sovercign 
above all else. Such sovereignty is at best par- 
tial. It would seem rather that the ultimate 
determination of the nature and scope of gov- 
ernment lies with the people. 

Having an established system of govern- 
ment does not mean that modification and 
change are to be feared. In a society where in- 
stitutions and technology are on a dynamic 
plane, it is vital that progress in the art of gov- 
ernment be fostered. It is equally essential that 
changes in function of that institution be al- 
lowed to follow their natural course. 

The events of the last quarter-century have 
demanded considerable extension of the func- 
tions of government. Let us recognize that the 
only agency capable of establishing equilibrium 
both externally and internally is government, 
be it national or international. As residents of 
a democracy let us further recognize that such 
developments as the party system, the use of 
the expert, the decline in public interest and 
knowledge of the complex affairs of government 
are defects of our society. Finally let us recog-

Why was this great transmitter 
been constructed? Why did these 
huge towers and wire curtains sud- 
denly appear on the marshes 
near Sackville?

First, Canada wanted to be able 
to speak quickly and directly to 
Canadian men and women who 
were fighting overseas, We wanted 
to give them all the modern radio 
that science enables us to give, We 
had to send them all the news and 
Information and entertainment 
which they wanted from home. 
Second, we want to place a Cana- 
dian point of view before the dif- 
ferent friendly peoples of Europe, 
to let them know about develop- 
ments here which may be of inter- 
est to them. Third, we wanted to 
tell the people in Germany the 
facts of the war situation, to make 
them realize that they have lost 
this war and that the best thing 
they could do was to stop fighting. 
Beyond these three immediate 
objectives, there were other and 
broader reasons why Canada had 
to have this great new volce—a 
voice that will reach almost every 
country in the world with out- 
standing power. The rapid devel- 
opment of international radio un- 
der the stress of war has opened 
up a new, field of possibilities in 
the realm of international relations, 
We must have a stab in that field 
because Canada has now achieved 
a new importance in the world. 
We have our own responsibilities 
to bear in international affairs and 
our own purposes to further in the 
organization of world peace and 
world prosperity. 

And so, a little over two years 
ago, the Canadian government de- 
cided to create an International 
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Ge profit-maddened denials of a cer- 
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FROF, ARTHUR PHELPS taught 
in the United States and was for 
25 years head of the Department of 
English at United College, Univer- 
sity of Manitoba.

To the Editor, McGill Daily: 

Dear Sir,—I would like to add a 
few words to the discussion of the 
proposed amendments and sub- 
amendments to the Student Execu- 
tive Council Constitution. The most 
controversial amendments are those 
dealing with the calling of mect- 
Ings of the Student Society. To my 
knowledge, three amendments or 
sub-amendmenis have been pro- 
posed on this question, none of 
which seems to me io be com- 
pletely satisfactory. 

The sub-amendment proposed by 
a certain political group requires 
only 50 signatures to a petition for 
a meeting, while 200 are considered 
sufficient to constituie a quorum. 
It is surely evident that this sub- 
amendment would scarcely alter 
the existing unsatisfactory pruvi- 
sions—of 25 signatures and 100 for 
a quorum, A small minority would 
still be able to call a meeting, whip 
up a quorum, and pass resolutions 
in the name of the Student Body. 








a low-rental housing program aim- 
ed at alleviating the desperate hous- 
ing plight of the low income groups.

Beside the need for more houses, 
a great percentage of the houses in 
our citics are slums, congested

To win the battle of housing 
is to win the peace, It has been 
proposed that the government ralse 
one billion dollars for the purpose 
of erecting 250,000 low-rental hous- 
es houses in the course of five 
years. This would kill two birds 
with one brick. It would solve our 
housing problem and help alleviate 
our critical unemployment prob- 
lems. 

Let us not be misled by the

Another sub-amendment pro- 
poses 250 signatures, with 250 re- 
quired to constitute a quorum. This 
is some improvement but still docs 


not be difficult for any small min- 
ority to obtain 250 
through high pressure methods. 
Finally, we have the Student 
Council amendment which re- 
quires no less than 1,500 signatures 
on a petition for a mecting, and 
500 to constitute a quorum. Here 
we move from onc extreme to an- 
other extreme, The requirement of 
1,500 signatures practically rules 
out the possibility of future special 
mectings of the Student Body on 
any subject whatsoever, Also, what 
reasonable chance is there of pack- 
Ing 500 students into the Union 
Ball Room during lecture hour 
periods? 
Consequently, I wish to urge that 
some compromise be found between 
the cxtremes proposed. Personally, 
I feel that about 800 or 1,000 
signatures should be required with 
perhaps 300 to make up a quorum. 
This suggestion offers a reasonable 
solution to a difficult problem. It 
would make possible the holding 
of meetings when so desired by a 
large number of students, and it 
would prevent any meeting from 
being dominated by minority 
groups, I hope that the Students 
Executive Council may find it pos- 
sible to amend the motion of their 
own initiative along these lines. 
At any rate, let us have a large 
turnout to the meeting on Thurs- 
day,

tees of the Society. 

(4) Advisory Athletles Board. The 
Students’ Society shall have three 
male representatives on this Board. 

(a) President of the Student's 
Society, or in the event of the 
President being a woman member 
of the Soclety, a male member of 
the Students’ Executive Council 
nominated by her or elected by 
the other members of the Council. 

(b) The. Chairman of the Stu 
dents’ Athletics Council. 

(c) One Member-at-large, elected 
by the male members of the Soc- 
lety by ballot to hold office for 
one year. 

Nominations for this representa- 
tive shall be signed by at least fifty 
members, shall be presented in 
writing and shall be in the hands 
of the Secretary-Treasurer at least 
ten days before the date of election 
and published by him in the Mc- 
Gill Daily at least one week be- 
fore the date of election.

All Un- 
dergraduate bodies desiring to hold 
any entertainment, or other social 
functions, must make application 
to the Committee, which may re- 
ject the same or forward it and 
its recommendations to the Prin:
